New Y o r k , May 23d.—The Tribune'» Al­ 
bany special says: The Democrats are in a 
state of ecstacy. and scarcely able to credit 
the emotions which fill them. For the first 
time in a number of years they are a body of 
consequence in the State Legislature. In a 
few hours the Capital will be swarming with 
politicians from all sections of the State, and 
the members who do uot propose to enter the 
caucus to be bound to vote for men who pro­ 
pose to fight the Administration will be sub­ 
ject to a political pressure probably unparal­ 
leled in the recent history of the State. 
Conkling’s presence will be a source of 
strength and a sign of weakness. 
His elec­ 
tions have been usually laid at his feet. 
His 
coming to Albany to pull the wires with his 
own imperial hand, and even to detain with 
his 
august 
finger the buttonhole of a 
coy member, is a new thing for him, and 
sharply marks the change in his future. To 
go into a caucus or not is the issue upon 
which the whole contest is now shaping 
itself. The followers of Conkling have un­ 
doubtedly a majority of the Republicans of 
the Legislature. 
Eigbty-one votes are neces­ 
sary to elect a Senator. 
There are 10C Re- 
Írablicans in the Legislature. 
If the Conk­ 
ing faction can induce 81 to go into the 
caucus, they will not care in the least whether 
all vote for Conkling and Platt in cauous or 
not. 
A majority would undoubtedly do so. 
It would be claimed, of course, that all the 
participants were bound by its decision. 
The great effort of 
the Conkling lead­ 
ers will be to drive men into the caucus 
by threats of slaughter at home. If these 
men won’t stand by the party here, they 
won’t get elected, that’s all. This was oDe of 
Conkling’s terse ways of suggesting the toma­ 
hawk and scalping-knife. 
On the other hand, the friends of the Ad­ 
ministration think they can show that the 
Republicans are under no moral obligation to 
enter such caucus, and it is for the good of 
the party, as well as their own, that they 
should remain independent of it. 
If only 2G 
Republicans refuse to enter the caucus, and 
refuse to vote for Conkling and Platt, the 
twin candidates will have but 80 votes, aud 
cannot be elected by the Republicans, and 
26 is a small number compared with the 
whole number of those who unhesitatingly 
disapprove the re-election of Conkling and 
Platt, barely half, and it would seem strange 
indeed if many more than 26 were not ready 
to fight it out on that line, if it took all sum­ 
mer. 
J o u rn a lis tic Change o f Front. 
A lb a n y , May 23d.—The Express, hitherto 
a Conkling organ, comea out this morning 
with a double-leaded article announcing the 
candidacy of Conkling and Platt, and reading 
them a lecture. 
It likee Conkling, and asks 
nothing from his friends, but he is belittling 
himself by this step, and might keep out of 
a contest in which he can afford to be de­ 
feated, but not humiliated. 
N ew Y ork, M ay 231.—The Commercial 
Advertiser says : The Albany Express' article 
is regarded as of great significance, as show­ 
ing either that an irresponsible editor has 
made a great mistake or Cornell’s promises 
are like pie-crust, only to be broken. 
The 
Express is the organ of Governor Cornell, and 
that alone giveB any prominence to what it 
says. 
The Post's correspondent says : 
"T his an­ 
nouncement by the Express is interpreted to 
mean that Governor Cornell sees that Conk­ 
ling and Piatt are gone to the wall, and that 
he is a candidate himself.” 
N ew Y ork, May 23d.—The Post's Albany 
special says: It is now said that the Troy 
Times, hitherto a Conkling supporter, will 
follow the Albany Express. 
The Telegram's Albany special says : It is 
the impression that the Express is inspired by 
Cornell, who is anxious to get Conkling out 
of the way, in order to run himself. 
N ew 
Y ork, 
May 
231.—T he 
Albany 
special to the Erening Post says: Senators 
Madden, Wagner and others just arrived say 
there is no doubt that the attitude of the 
Albany Express means that Gov. Cornell is 
in the Senatorial race. 


A lb a n y , May 23d.—Editor Keyes, of the 
Express, explains the writing of the article 
by saying that he meant in good faith to 
give friendly advice to Conkling and Platt. 
It is about decided by the Administration 
men to have no caucus. 
The O utlook at Albnny. 
A lb a n y , May 231.—But few members of 
the Legislature remained here over Sunday, 
and they are greatly confused by the uncer­ 
tain and indefinite reports sent out from New 
York. Those here who thought last week 
that there was not the slightest chance for 
the return of the resigning Senators are not 
now quite so positive, aud say it largely de­ 
pends on their own wish and desire.

The latter returned word that all their mem­ 
bers were not in the city. 
It is conceded 
that the caucus is the turning point in the 
Senatorial question. 
C ornell’s Position. 
N ew Y o r k , May 23d.—The Commercial 
Advertiser's Albany correspondent states that 
the attempt to fasten the responsibility of the 
article to-day in the Express on Governor 
Cornell is hotly opposed by that gentleman’s 
friends. They denounce it in strong terms, 
and ssy that Governor Cornell’s position in 
thia matter is unquestioned ; that they who 
know him best understand that he will throw 
all the influence he possesses in th6 State for 
Conkling and Platt. When the struggle be­ 
gins the Governor will be fonnd foremost in 
the fight, and his position cannot be mis­ 
taken. 
Not T h e ir F u n rra l—C laim o f th e G arfield 
Senators. 
A lb a n y , May 23d.—Jacobs. Hogan, Fow­ 
ler, Seebacher and the other Democratic Sen­ 
ators express themselves as opposed to sup­ 
porting either faction in the pending struggle 
for supremacy in the Republican party. 
Tbe Garfield Senators claim that Conkling 
has but eight Senators who still remain true 
to his interest.

The duty of the Democrats at Albany to-day 
is to see that no Republican Senators at all, 
“ Half-breeds” or 
Thoroughbreds,” “ Stal­

Friends of 
the President do not feel called upon to enter 
a caucus fixed to renominate Conkling and 
Platt. There is less confidence here of de­ 
feating Conkling than last week, as it is 
known that the Democrats will help him 
rather than any other Republican. 
If Conk­ 
ling cannot be beaten, his opponents will, it 
is stated, endeavor to throw the election over 
until next winter. A number of Democrats 
have gone to New York since adjournment to 
watch the contest. 
T he A d n ln la tra lle h Indented. 
N k w Y o r k , May 23d.—A mass meeting of 
Republicans who indorse the President was 
held to-night in Chickering Hall. Ex-Judge 
Fithian presided. 
Dispatches were received 
from Senator Alvord and John Gay, regret­ 
ting their inability to be present. Resolu­ 
tions were adopted declaring that Republi­ 
cans of this city offer the President and 
Administration their cordial support, not 
only as tbe elect of the people in their 
legitimate sovereignty but as tbe authorised 
and competent 
exponents of Republican 
principles. 
Its statesmanship is worthy, and 
will bring lasting advantages to the nation 
by reducing the public debt and interest 
charge. 
They have guarded the rights and 
interests of our citizens. 
The resolutions 
also indorse Robertson as Collector ; also de­ 
clared that the action of the resigning Sena­ 
tors was nothing more than a high-handed 
attempt to usurp the Presidential functions. 
The First Ward Republican Association of 
Brooklyn to-night took similar action. 
M em bers o f th e L egislature. 
A lb a n y , May 23d.—A few members of 
the Legislature returned late this afternoon. 
Those who first arrived did not know of the 
Conkling-Arthur conference in New York 
until they reached the city. They had left 
their homes with the understanding that it 
was not at all likely that the resigning Sena­ 
tors would desire re-election, aud even if 
they did they were instructed by their con­ 
stituents to vote against them. 
Their sur­ 
prise, therefore, was a consternation. 
Senator Wagoer said, “ I have been spend­ 
ing Sunday quietly at my home, and know 
nothiBg new about the contest except the 
sentiment of my constituents. 
People along 
the Mohawk valley are roused upon this 
question. Ninety-fivs out of every hundred 
Republicans are opposed to their re-election, 
and are very determined in their opposition.” 
Senator Pitts said, “ I was surprised at the 
feeling among my constituents. The whole 
district is on fire, and a storm of indignation 
against the Senators is felt everywhere. Any 
one who votes for the return of Senator 
Conkling diga his political grave. 
He can 
never be re-elected in that section.” 
Assemblyman Skinner said, "People seem 
of one mind in their opposition to the re­ 
election of Conkling and Platt. The ranks 
are swelling every day, and the great mass of 
Republicans are determined that the Admin­ 
istration shall be upheld.” 
Assemblymen Peck and Chamberlain of 
St. Lawrence, say they found their constitu­ 
ents united on the question, and Saturday, 
at a meeting in Canton, St. Lawrence 
county, they promised the people that they 
would fulfill their wishes.” 
Assemblyman E. A. Carpenter, of Suffolk, 
said his constituents were against the action 
of Conkling aod Platt, but he favored tbeir 
re-election. Nevertheless, so far as members 
of the Legislsture are concerned, there are 
few attempts to defend the action of the 
Senators. 
Now, those who speak in their 
behalf argue that the State canunt dispense 
with the services of Conkling. The Senate 
is too evenly divided to part with a Senator 
so practiced and so serviceable to the Repub­ 
lican party, and they claim that with fair 
treatment at the hands of President Garfield, 
Conkling will support his Administration 
much more effectually than any other Sen­ 
ator in that body. They say they feel sure 
of his being re-elected, but are only anxious 
to have tbe vote as nearly unanimous as pos­ 
sible. They claim a clear majority of the 
106 Republicans, and expect to hold a caucus. 
As things look to-night, everything de­ 
pends upon this caucus. 
If all the Republi­ 
cans go into the caucus, the probabilities are 
that Conkling will get a majority vote, and 
then, according to custom, the nomination 
must be made unanimous ; but it is said that 
the Administrating members will not attend 
this caucus, or if tliey do, will not be held by 
its action if they are outvoted. 
Tlie " E xpress" P rom úlgales Its P latfo rm . 
A lb a n y , May 23d.—Following is a copy 
of the leading editorial which will appear in 
the Morning Express to-morrow: “ There 
need be none, nor shall there be any question 
of doubt as to where the Express stands in 
the Senatorial fight. 
It has always been a 
stalwart, and is now more stalwart than ever, 
and is first, last, and until the contest shall 
terminate, for the stalwart leaders, Roscoe 
Conkling and Thomas C, Platt, and most 
heartily approves and indorses their course, 
and we most earnestly appeal to every Re­ 
publican member of the Legislature to afford 
them that Bupport they so richly merit, by 
standing steadfast to true Republican princi­ 
ples.” 
G reater Confidence Professed. 
C h ic a g o , 
May 23d.—The Inter-Ocean's 
New York special says : Conkling permitted 
it to lie announced to-night that he would 
go to Albany to-morrow morning. 
Here the 
stalwarts profess greater confidence since the 
conference, claiming eight of the thirty Re­ 
publicans who pledged themselves to keep 
out of the caucus. 


Advices from PaDama to April 29th are 
received by the steamer George \V. Eider, 
just arrived at San Francisco : 
Chile’s Araucanian question is far from 
being terminated by the foundation of a 
new series of forts as far as the banks of 
the Crutin. 
All the indigenous tribes have 
lately held a great parliament, at which 
were present 62 caciqnes and an immense 
number of their followers. 
They expect to 
rally 30,000 warriors. 
There have been 
several encounters with the Chilean troops. 
It is asserted that it is resolved to put an 
end at once to the Araucanian question 
and occupy, militarily, all the territory of 
the natives, distributing it among the in­ 
habitants of the different towns of the Re­ 
public. 
Later news than the above states that a 
Chilean expedition ot 3,000 men had met 
with reverses, in the most serions of which 
the Chileans lost 40 men, among the num­ 
ber Senor Recabarren, the Minister of the 
Interior. 
The action took place in a recon- 
noiasance which the Minister undertook to 
make on the river Crntin, and the attack 
of the Indians was a surprise. 
[This problem is one of long standing. 
The tribes of Arauco are the Bedouins of 
Sonth America, and have made many wild 
forays into Chilean territory. 
They are 
now fighting for their last strongholds, and 
the struggle may prove a long and bitter 
one.] 
The situation of Bolivia is not flattering. 
I t is trne that the midland part of that 
republic is free from enemies, but, as in 
Peru, the same spirit of anarchy prevails 
in it. 
The discontent among the people 
increases daily on account of the exactions 
which, nnder the pretext of continuing the 
war, are imposed on them by the Bolivian 
Cabinet. 
The meeting of the National Convention 
of Bolivia, which had been convoked for 
the 19th of April, was postponed on ac­ 
count of political quarrels. 
The Panama Star and IlerahVs letter 
from Buenaventura, Colombia, describes 
the great fire there, April I2th (before 
mentioned in telegram), and says : The loss 
is not easy to ascertain. 
The property 
can be estimated roughly at §200,000, aud 
goods, etc., at perhaps double that amount. 
Seven dead bodies were found. 
The war contribution of 1,006,000 of 
soles imposed by the Chileans in Lima has 
not yet been paid, indeed only a part of 
this sum has been handed over by the Pro­ 
visional Government. 
The difficulty of 
meeting this demand will be fully compre­ 
hended when it is known that at present, 
with the guano, nitrate and Custom House 
in the hands of the Chileans, 1,000.000 of 


silver soles is considerably more than the 
annual income. 
[A Peruvian sole is worth 
83 cents in silver. ] 
^ There was sad destitution in Lima. 
A 
( hilean officer stated some time ago that 
more rations were dealt out at the cuartela 
to the suffering poor than were distributed 
to the 10,000 soldiers who made up the 
army of occupation. 
All m anufacturing 
and agricultural industries are suspended. 
The Ilo, on her last trip from Panama 
south, landed at Guayaquil 250 cases of 
rifles and oOO cases of cartridges for the 
e of the Government of Veintemilla. 
They were obtained at Panama. 
On April 16th a man named Collet was 
drowned while attempting to cross the 
Gatuncillo river near Gatun, Panama. 
He 
was on hii way on horseback to Aspinwall. 
The Mexican Government has replied to 
Colombia’s invitation to join a Convention 
of all the Spanish-American republics to be 
held at Panama in September next, th at 
the President is glad to see Colombia’s gen­ 
erous efforts to avert war and establish a 
system of abitration, bat withholds a posi­ 
tive decision. 
Thq republic of Salvador 
accepts unconditionally.

A R e m e d y f o r B u r n s . — All kinds of 
barns, including scalds and sunburns, are 
almost immediately relieved by the appli­ 
cation of a solution of soda to the burnt 
surface. 
I t must be remembered that dry 
soda will not do unless it ia surrounded 
with a cloth moist enongh to dissolve it. 
This method of sprinkling it on and cover­ 
ing it with a wet cloth ia often the very 
best. 
But it is sufficient to wash the 
wound sufficiently with a strong solution. 
I t wonld be well to keep a bottle of it al­ 
ways on band, made so strong that more or 
less settles on the bottom. 
This is what is 
called a saturated solution, aud really such 
a solution as this is formed when the dry 
soda is sprinkled on and covered with a 
moistened cloth. 
I t is thought by some 
that the pain of a burn is caused by the 
hardening of tbe albumen of the flesh, 
which presses on the nerves, and that the 
soda dissolves the albumen and relieves the 
pressure. 
Others think that thq burn gen­ 
erates an acrid acid, which the soda neu­ 
tralizes.

th e second word been used instead of the 
first in th e authorized version, it is per­ 
fectly olear th a t the doctrine 
of 
the 
Churches would have been different. There 
are plenty of sim ilar changes, sim ilarly 
affecting doctrines, and sines the fact th at 
these changes are m ade involves a confes­ 
sion of error in th e past, th e theory of 
plenary inspiration is fatally attacked by 
them . 
I t will not do at th is tim e for Mr. 
Rice or any other theologian to talk too 
freely about so-called “ inspiration,” for 
the eyes of the people are being opened to 
the fallacies of th a t and sim ilar preten­ 
sions, and dogm atism w ill not carry the

m ents, it wonld be b etter to return to the 
old system . 
N or is it the w orking classes 
alone whose opinions are undergoing a 
change on th is subject. 
M any m anufact­ 
urers, who cannot be charged w ith igno­ 
rance, are beginning to doubt w hether it 
is w orth while to m aintain a system which 
despite th e experience of a generation has 
made so little headway. 
These men per­ 
ceive th a t foreign protective tariffs are as 
a m atter of fact forcing their goods o at of 
foreign m arkets, and the general business 
depressüu renders them doubtful of the 
future. 
Of course th e old Free Traders 
look upon these m anifestations w ith horror 
and indignation. 
They have become so 
firmly convinced th a t Free Trade is the 
only scientific policy th a t they -regard 
these proposals m uch in th e light of en­ 
deavors to go back to the barbarism of 
the m iddle ages. 
B ut while no change in 
public opinion can affect the fundam ental 
question of the correctness of doctrinal 
principles, it is quite possible th at circum ­ 
stances m ay arise which will m ake a tem ­ 
porary abandonm ent of Free Trade the 
wisest course th a t could be takeD. 
The U nited ¡States and the Continental 
Powers have refused to adopt Free Trad», 
and England has had the monopoly of th at 
system . 
Should she now decide to retrace 
her steps and adopt a Protective tariff, the 
world will have an opportunity of realizing 
the effects of universal Protection, anti if 
the results do not bear out th e predictions 
of the Free T raders no harm will have been 
done, while if the predictions are fulfilled, 
a reaction in the direction of Free Trade 
will be certain. 
W hen every country has 
built a Chinese wall about itself, and has 
undertaken to abolish the possibility of 
cheap wares generally, it will for the first 
tim e be possible to m ake the masses every­ 
where understand the full beauties of 
Protection. 
W e should in th a t case have 
a fair field for experim ents. 
International 
trade would practically be destroyed, and 
every nation would have to rely entirely 
upon its own resources. 
Perhaps under 
the stim ulus of pressure new industries 
w ould be developed everyw here, bu t of 
course this could only be done at the ex­ 
pense of th e body politic. 
For though the U nited States and the con­ 
tinental powerBhave failed to recognize the 
fact, it is a tru th th a t protection involves 
a large elem ent of Communism. 
I t is a 
system th e essence of which is th at A, B 
and C shall be compelled to pay for the 
establishm ent of an industry by D. 
The 
latter says th a t owing to th e fact th a t the 
goods in which he wishes to deal can be 


made cheaper abroad, he is debarred from 
m anufacturing them . 
Upon w hich his 
G overnm ent says th a t A, B and C shall be 
deprived of the privilege of purchasing in 
th e cheapest m arket, and shall be compelled 
to buy of D a t enhanced prices. 
In this 
way the G overnm ent really confiscates the 
money of A, B and C, and hands it over to 
D. 
In order to disguise this governm ental 
robbery—for it is nothing less—a pleasant 
theory is invented to the effect th a t it is 
somehow b ette r in the long run for A, B 
and C to be forced to pay three prices for 
their goods than it would be to let them 
buy ip the cheapest m arket. 
The protec­ 
tionists have never y et succeeded in m ak­ 
ing thi3 clear, b ut they have done their 
best, and whenever they w eic hard pressed 
they have fallen back upon some conve­ 
nient cant about “ developing home indus­ 
try ” and “ patriotism ,” and so forth. 
Now if all the nations 
the earth be­ 
come devout Protectionists, th a t peculiarly 
Chinese system will a t last have a fair 
test, and it will be seen w hat th e world 
really gains by it. 
I t is co t difficult to 
forecast its iff.o ts upon commerce, for we 
have already had ample opportunities of 
ascertaining w hat it can accomplish in the 
way of 
restricting 
and circum scribing 
American trade w ith other countries. 
B ut 
we have th u s far had enormous volumes of 
raw produce to export, and as th is has es­ 
caped duties abroad we have m anaged to 
get aloDg. 
I.st England once determ ine to 
put a heavy tariff upon A m erican products 
of .all kinds, and our own principles will 
begin to appear to us in a new light. There 
is of course ju st as much justification for 
such a policy on her part as for our own 
protective tariff, and we could not com ­ 
p ain if the had recourse to such a m easure 
to-morrow. 
B ut 
we 
should then 
find 
th at we had never before had an oppor­ 
tunity of 
studying Protection under the 
most favorable circum stances, 
and our 
producers, 
who 
have btood th e tariff 
punishm ent w ith such exem plary meekuess 
all this tim e, would be compelled to change 
their position. 
W e are disposed to believe 
th at the general adoption i.f Protection in 


it3 
most 
uncomprom ising form m ight 
prove the best way to disillusionize the 
world on the subject. 
W e should not be 
surprised if England could not do more, to 
convince th e C ontinent of the impolicy of 
its tariffs by th is measure th an by the 
most unflinching adherence to her present 
policy. 
No doubt the experim ent would 
increase her distress and cost her dearly 
for the tim e, bu t it may be forced upon 
her, and it is by no m eant certain th a t it 
would not produce more good than harm 
in th e long run.

W ashiaston, M ay 2 3 1 —The investigation 
of the accouuts and conduct of O. L. Pitney, 
Custodian of the Treasury Departm ent, or­ 
dered by Secretary Windom, is developing 
ugly faet3, and involving persons who have 
held high places. 
Pitney s business is to buy 
everything needed in the Treasury, including 
furniture, carpets, soap, etc. 
I t is ascer­ 
tained that he has for six years violated the 
law requiring them to purchase by contract 
irom the lowest bidder. 
He has bought from 
his friends and favorites, without making 
contracts, paying 
them 
whatever 
they 
charged. 
No system of books or vouchers 
has fwen kept, everything having been run 
loosely and without business rules. 
Outrage­ 
ously exorbitant prices have been paid, rang­ 
ing from 30 to 50 per cent, higher than the 
ruling m arket prices, and the difference be­ 
tween the m arket prices and those paid has 
been allowed to Pitney in the way- of goods 
for his own use. 
One of Pitney’s cabinet­ 
makers says he has bean working for outside 
parties nearly all the time for several years 
back, getting his pay from the Government. 
H e worked a m onth in the house of a high 
Government official, and frequently went 
from one house to another of persons in Gov­ 
ernment employ-, doing whatever they wanted, 
aud the money paid for his services was 
charged round to different Government bu­ 
reaus. 
He made fifteen fac similes of the 
desk used by Jefferson in writing the declara­ 
tion of independence, each costing §60. 
The 
materials were paid for from Government 
money, but the desks were given out as 
presents by the 
Treasury 
authorities to 
friends. 
The Treasury- furniture has been 
loaned to private individuals, aud the facts 
indicate a regular ring of Treasury subordi­ 
nates who benefited by frauds like the above. 
By this kind of management Pitney has built 
a new residence. 
A number of removals will 
doubtless result. 
A number of ex-Uabinet 
officers are mentioned in the testimony as 
having profited by work at their houses.

session, all signed the petition, as well as the 
leading business men of Arizona.

Atlantic and Pacific Railway will be buiit right on 
this route. 
I have the road we.l stocked, have had 
to build all my stations, dig wells and incur a thou­ 
sand other expenses incident to stage routes.

railroad will shut this route out, and until it does 1 
don’t want the service discontinued, as this is the 
only route I h. ve that 1 am making a dollar out of, 
aud if the service is cut down, it will ruin me sure. 
I forwarded remonstrances toColonel C. J. McKibbcn, 
National Hotel, Washington, and don't know if he 
has yet put them on file in the Department. 
If it is 
not asking to much, would you please give the mat­ 
ter your attention, for there is no telling what will 
he done.

G overnor S tanford In terv iew ed on tlie 
S n b je r l o f R ailroads. 
New Y ork, M ay 23d.—The Commercial 
Bulletin publishes a lengthy interview with 
Leland Stanford, relative to the recent com­ 
ments of the Chamber of Commerce on his 
letter. 
He defended the Central Pacific freight 
discriminations ps follows; 
San Francisco 
lies on a beautiful bay, and is In a position to 
command the commerce of the Pacific. 
Its 
merchants can exact a lower rate of freight, 
and the railroads are satisfied with a nar­ 
rower margin of profit than in the case of 
Salt L ake; yet, iu its tuin, Salt Lake is 
benefited by the railroad. 
Its freight is 
taken to the seaboard tw enty times cheaper 
and much more rapidly than if the road did 
not exist. 
The merchant at Rochester is 
obliged to pay higher freight to the seaboard 
than the merchant at Buffalo. 
I t is his mis­ 
fortune th at he does not do buiiness at a 
point of advantage, through which most of 
the grain for the seaboard passes. 
The only 
remedy is to pull up stakes and settle at Buf­ 
falo. 
But if the m erchant at Rochester 
complains, w hat shall he say of the va t m ul­ 
titude of c o n s u m e rs R a ilro a d s are not 
benevolent institutions, but they are benefi­ 
cent. 
Cheap 
transportation for through 
freight has rendered starvation almost im­ 
possible. 
The few thousands of landlords in 
England may not like it, but the vast m ulti­ 
tude of consumers, the world over, have been 
benefited by the system. 
“ How about discriminations made to in­ 
dividuals living in some localities ?” 
Governor Stanford said he could conceive 
of circum-tances where this would be justffi 
able, as when a competing road was giving 
cut rates, and it was necessary in self-defense 
to do the same. 
U nder those circumstances 
a man a t Chicago, fur instance, might get a 
cut rate which his neighbor might not enjoy, 
but the Governor could not see how the prac­ 
tice of making discriminations between par­ 
ties living iu the same town cotild be justified 
except in special circumstances. 
His road 
has never made such discriminations at any 
period of its history, nor does the Governor 
believe th at any road makes a practice of 
discriminating rates, because of favoritism, 
to any individual. I t is unbusinets-like. Does 
a banker loan money to a friend cheaper 
than a stranger, other things being equal? 
Is it a rule of business to show favoritism in 
this way ? 
. 
_ 
“ How about the anti-monopoly move­ 
m ent ?” 
Governor Stanford did not think it would 
last much longer than the Granger movement 
did. 
Both are founded on false premises. It 
is incorrect to call railroads a monopoly. The 
only real monopolies in this country are those 
created by patent laws. 
F or instance, the 
Governor understands th at F. B. Thurbsr 
(who is so active 
in the 
anti-monopoly 
Movement) has a patent for making oleo- 
tn rgarine, and if he was so dishonest as to 
sell it as butter, no one could enter into com­ 
petition with him. 
Oa the other hand, under 
the corporation laws of California, a fee of 
$10 will pay for articles of incorporation 
which will enable a company to build a line 
of railroad in the State parallel to his own. 
A railroad company is liable to error of course, 
in common with all such institutions, but it 
is more likely to be uniformly just than any 
single individual would be. 
A railroad com­ 
pany lays down for the conduct of its em­ 
ployes laws which the common sense of bu-fi­ 
nesa demand. 
The employes cannot deviate 
from these laws. 
They are given no latitude 
for individual judgment or caprice. 
On the 
other hand the m erchant is his own master. He 
can chaDge his methods and his rales at any 
moment, when passion, prejudice or greed 
controls him. 
So long as this is a represen­ 
tative Government—so long as the m ajority 
rules in this country—there can be no danger 
from railroad corporations. 
They cannot ex- 
i»t in antagonism to the will of the majority, 
and they cannot undertake as a m inority to 
overrule the wishes of the majority. 
Governor Stanford spoke briefly of the 
progre-s of the Southern Pacific Road, which 
is proceeding at the rate of two miles a day, 
and said that next year California would be 
in direct communication with New Orleans.

The decision of Judge Denson, a few days 
since, in the case of the People vs. John 
W agner, left the city virtually without a 
fire ordinance or fire limits. 
His decision

ture of any other material than brick or stone shall 
he erected, bu.lt, constructed or placed within said 
fire limits. The roof tbc-rcof and the casings and 
outside portions of any such building or structure 
shall be of slate, stone, concrete, tin, copper, iron 
or some other non-combustible material. Floors, 
partitions, awnings upon streets and inside doors 
may be of any material; nor shall any building or 
structure of any other material than brick or stone 
now within said fire limits be raised from its present 
position, except for the purpose of conforming to 
the grade of the street, on a graded street, nor 
shall any addition or superstructure he built to or 
ou any building within said fire limits of other ma* 
terial than of brick or stone, the roof, casings and 
outside portions to he of slate, stone, concrete, tin, 
copper, iron or some other non-combustible ma­ 
terial; nor shall any building or structure, except 
it t e composed of said last-named materials, be re­ 
moved from any place within said limits, to any 
other place within the same, or be removed from 
outside of said limits to within said fire ¡units ; 
provided, however, that the Board of Trustee, may, 
as provided in Section 5 of this Chapter, authorize 
buildings or structures of different material.

0 1 the strange s-ories connected w ith the 
m elancholy fate of A lexander II. th a t have 
obtained currency since h¡3 death, not the 
least curious is th e following narrative, 
published in the St. Pelcrshury Beehive, 
and alleged by th at journal to be in every 
particular authentic.

a fortnight before the catastrophe of the 
th e 13th ultim o, while looking out of his 
bedroom window, the late Czar noticed 
t-vo or three dead pigeons lying on the 
ledge of the balcony. 
As the Imperial 
pigeons, like those of the Piazza di San 
M arco in Venice, are privileged birds, his 
M ajesty, displeased th a t they should have 
been slain w ithin the very precincts of his 
palace, ordered an inquiry to be made as 
to how they had come by th eir death. 
It 
was soon discovered th at a huge haw k had 
taken up its quarters in some out of-the- 
vrny nook of the W inter Palace roof, and, 
emerging thence every m orning a t dawn, 
it m ade a regular practice of thinning out 
the Km peior’s flock of pigeons. 
Im perial 
commands were issued th a t this inveterate 
colum bacide should be w atched for and 
s h o t; b ut the haw k contrived to evade the 
vigilance of the dom estics charged w ith its 
destruction, and continued to kill its two, 
three cr four pigeons daily w ith absolute 
im punity. 
A powerful trap was therefore 
baited and set for it upon the ro o f; and, 
early next morning, it was seen from be­ 
low. canght by the leg, and stcuggling with 
all its m ight to get loose. 
Before the ser­ 
vants could reach th e spot to put an end 
to the fierce bird’s agony it had dragged 
the heavy trap over th e edge of the para­ 
pet, ar.d fallen w ith it upon the paving of 
ar. inner courtyard, overlooked by the Im ­ 
perial apartm ents. 
W hen th e Em peror 
was informed th a t th e hawk had m et its 
dc3 th in this strange m anner, he appeared 
much disturbed in m ind, and observed 
several tim es to his attendants th a t “ the 
whole affair was of evil om en.”—[London 
Telegraph.

F a s c in a tio n . 
A short paper on fascina­ 
tion is contributed to the N ature by Carl 
Orcheeuius. 
He aays : 
In the interior of 
th e province of Valdivia, South Chile, a 
species of v-*ood snipe is often caught by 
th e natives in the following m anner : W hen 
th e bird flies into one of the low bushes, 
tw o men on horseback go around it in the 
same direction, swinging meanwhile their 
lassoos over the bush. 
A fter ten or more 
rounds one man slips down from his horse 
while the other continues to ride around 
the undergrow th and leads his companion’s 
horse. 
The dism ounted rider carefully 
creeps to the place were the snipe sits in a 
state of stupor aud nearly m otionless from 
th e effect of the rider’s circular m ove­ 
m ents and kills it w ith a quick blow* of a 
stiok. 
W hen the w riter was first told of 
th is mode of capturing a bird he would not 
believe it, b ul he himself in 1S53 or 1854. 
took p art in this very sort of m ethod of 
taking the bird iu the hacienda San Juan, 
in Valdivia. 
He left the house w ithout a 
gun. 
He saw a snipe fall into a dense 
bush, and expressed his regret to a servant 
th a t he had not a gun so th at he m ight se­ 
cure a good specimen of a not very com­ 
mon species Lor th e natural history collec 
tion. 
“ N ever m ind,” said the servant, 
“ if you wish wc will get the bird,” and 
th e bird was caught w ithout injuring it, 
sulstantiaM y in the way above m entioned. 


P reserving P lants. —Alfred Dumesnil, 
a son-in-law of Jules M ichelet, and the 
editor of th e first of E dgar Q ainet’s works, 
claims to have made an interesting and 
useful discovery—how to preserve plants 
in a perfectly vigorous state w ithout any 
earth. 
Since November, 18S0, the date a t 
w hich his researches proved successful, 
he has been continually taking plants from 
th e ground in France and applying his pro­ 
cess to them ; has never found the least 
interruption in th eir vegetative functions ; 
on the contrary, w inter and spring plants 
have blossomed w ith a vigor which, as an 
experienced horticulturist, he has never 
seen in his garden. 
W ith the shelter of a 
glass, hellebores taken up a t the end of 
Novem ber and the m iddle of December 
have remained from tw o and a half to three 
m onths in blossom. 
O ther plants, prim ­ 
roses, daises, violets, auriculas, etc., have 
not only been in bloom for three m onths, 
b u t have throw n out new buds. 
Bulbous 
roots, sm all shrubs, exotic plants, such as 
azaleas and cyclamens, take equally well 
to th e Broceas.
